SRR<EH ARLES , by the Grace of GOD, King of Great Britain ; France, and Ireland , Defender of the Faith 3 To Our Lovites, 
WAND. Meſſengers, - Our Sheriffs in that part, conjunQly and ſeverally,ſpecially conſtitute, Greet- 
REA ing: Foraſmuch , as We and Our Eſtates of Parliament, by ſeveral As, have ( upon diverſe weighty confiderations,) diſcharged the 
DANS « Importation of all 7riſþ Viaual and Cattel into this Kingdom, under the pains and certifications therein contained : Andwhereas the Lords 
T&ﬀK); of Our Privy Council have emitted ſeveral AQs and Proclamations in purſuance of the ſaids As of Parliament, notwithſtanding where- 
AS. of, and of all the care and endeavours taken, tohinder and prevent the importing of 7riſb ViAuall and Gattel, finding the ſame is imported 
for preventing thereof, might be to commiſſionat ſome perſons of Power and Authority in 

: and Cartel is ordinarly brought in and landed. ' We therefore, with advice of the Lords of Our 
Privy Council have thought fir, ro grant full Power , Authority, and Commiſſion to Our Right truſtie and well beloved Coufins and Councellors, 
archibald , Earl of Argyle, .and George., Lord Roſſe., and to Our well beloved , Richard Murray of Brughtown , by themſelves , their 
Deputs , Servants, and ſuch as they hall think fit to appoint ( for whom they will be anſiverable ) to ſearch for , ſeize , and appre- 
hend all 1r:ſþ ViRualand C atel, and Salt-beef made thereof, that ſhall happen to be imported from 1reland unto this Kingdom in the particular places after- 
ſpecified, viz. The {aid Earl of «Argyle in all places, from Lochlung to the Mule of Kintyre, and round about the ſame. The ſaid Lord Roſs in all pla- 


. ces, from the Burgh of Glaſgow, to the March of Galloway on the South, and from Glaſeow, to Lochlunz on the North: and the Ifles of Arran, Bate 


and Comray: and the ſaid Richard Murray , from the March of Galloway , to the March of Nith/dale. And tor the more ready and effefual proſecu- 


tion of the faid Commiſh »n,have granted tull Power and Authority to the ſaids Earl of Argyle, Lord Roſs and Richard Murray by themſelves,their Deputs, 


ſervants , and ſuch as they ſhull think fit to entruſt in the reſpeRive bounds foreſaids , to ſecuje all Barks, or travelling Boats . whether Scots or Iriſh, 
until tne Skippers or Owners ſhall find Caution that they ſhall import no /ri/þ Vieual or Cattel hcreafter. The ſaids Commiſſioners or their toreſaids 


. are thereby authorized to ſearch all Barks, Boats, or other Veſſels, wherein any riſþ Vitual or Cattel are ſuſpe&ed to be ; and to ſeize and ſecure 


the ſame, incaſe they find the ſaids prohibited Goods therein; And for better diſcovery thereot, all Merchants, Skippers, or Owners of Boats, Buks, 
or. other Veſlels travelling to and from the places foreſaids, are thereby ordered before they break bulk , or liver any goods , to advertiſe the ſatds 


Commiſſioners , or theſe entruſted by them ar one or other of the Ports following , 37 at the Point of Garvel near Greengck , the Towns of Largs, 


Irving, Turnberry,Dumbarton,Rotheſay, Brodick, Dinnon, Tarbet, Campbletoun, Innerarey, Portpatrick, Glenluce and Kirkudbright ( at which Ports, Offices are 


ſtabliſhed to receive theſe Advertiſements; ) under the pain of Confiſcation of the ſaids veſſels and goods, and being holden as confeſt Importers of 
Iriſh Vieual: Provided that the Skippers or Owners, ſhall nor upon. ſuch occafion be obliged to wait longer then one Tydes water. If upon pregnant 
preſumprions the ſaids Commitſſtoners, or tele entiuſted by them ſhall ſuſpe& any perſon or perſons guilty of importing1ri/ſheV iRual or Cartel, they are 
thereby authorized to Cconveen any ſuch perſon or perſons before the neareſt Magiſtrar in Burgh or Latndwart, and to lead all manner of probation 
againſt them tor proving thereof z whereupon the (aids Magiſtrats are to give preſent and ready juſtice. All Sheriffs, Stewarts, Bailyes of Royalties, 
Regalities, and Baronies, and all Heretors are thereby ordered to giye their ſpeedy and ready affiſtance to the faids Commiſhoners , or theſe en- 
truſted by them, when ever they ſhall be required « Cither as to the (ſearching of veſſels by night or day , making open and patent doors , ſearching 
of ſellars, or other. ſuſpe& places for Iriſh ViQuual or Cattel , which they are thereby authorized to do. As alſo the Officers of any Garriſon are ob- 
liged to concurr , and affiſt them with a Party of ſouldiers as they ſhal be deſired upon any extraordinary occafion. In caſe any ſeizure be madeby 
the (aids Commiſſioners , or theſe: entruſted by them ; The Heretors next adjacent to the faid place are thereby required to cauſe carry the Vicual to 
ſome convenient place neareſt , untill Our Council ſhall give order thereanent : And theſe ſo employed ſhall be payed by the perſon who makes the 
ſeizure for each horſe carriage;not excceding two ſhilling ſcore the mile. The ſaids Commiſſioners,or theſe entruſted by them are thereby | pt with 
conſent of the Magiſtrat of the place to ſend any perſon or perſonsto priſonwho ſhall be found guilty of contrayeening the [aids Laws, or ſhall becontumaci- 
ous in refuſing to deponez The Magiſtrats of the place being alwayes free of the Priſoners charges: In which caſe, the Magiſtrats are to ſecure thepriſoners 
and their veſſels, and to be comptable for them:And in caſe any perſon or perſons ſhall make open reſiſtance againſt the ſaids Commiſſioners , or theſe 
entruſted by them in the execution of Our ſaid Commiſſion, and that there ſhall happen -blood-ſhed,” mutilation or ſlaughter to follow, through the ſaid 
reſiſtance z lt is declared that the ſaids Commiſſioners,and theſe entruſted by,or giving affiſtance to them, ſhalnever be called inqueſlion,or purſued therefore 
civily or criminally in time coming, And further, by the ſaid Commiſſion, 'it is declared, that the ſame ſhall no wayes free or liberat the Importers or 
reſetters of Iriſh yiual or cattel, or Heretors upon whoſe ground the ſame ſhall be imported, but that they ſhall continue Kill 1yable to the painsand 
penalties appointed by the ſaids As of Parliament and Council; As if the ſaid Commiſfion had never been granted: Which Commiſion is to begin 
and take cffcQ, from , and after the firſt day of Jennary next, and to continue until the firſt day of Fnuary, 1678 years, And to the effeR, 
all Our Leidges and others concerned , may haye dye and timeous notice thereof, We have thought fit, that theſe Our Letters of publication of the 
ſame ſhould be direQ in manner under-writtens Our Will is herefore; and We charge you ſraitly., and command ,. that incontinent theſe Our Let- 
rers ſeen ye paſle, to the Mercar-crefles of Edinburgh, Glaſcow, Bumbarioun, and other places needful: And thereat, in Our Name and Authority, 
by open Proclamation , make publication of the Premiſles; to the effeR , that all Our Leiges, and others concerned, may have due and timous notice 
give ready obedience to Our Commands therein,as they will be anſwerable at their higheſt peril.
